The National Center for Education Statistics (NCES), In cooperation^ with State education agencies, 
conducted its 26th annual fall survey of public elementary and secondary school systems. To the fullest 
extent possible, data are shown for each of the 50 States, the District c* Columbia, afnd outlying areas, 
and the 20 largest dries by population size. The report presents data on pupits v staff, school districts, an- 
ticipated revenue and nonrevenue receipts, and expenditures

The information published herein and tabulated in otheT forms is extensively used as a reference source 
by government agencies, professional and lay organization^ and industry groups for planning, 
legislative, development, and market research In addition, the data are used by the' press a>id otheT / 
communication medla'to inform the public on the current status of public education jh America Many 
of these data are incorporated into otheT. publications such as Digest of Education ^atistics, The

The purpose of this report is to provide basic statistics on public elementary and secondary school sys- 
tems in the United States, the District of Columbia, and outlying areas for fair 1979. The report presents 
statistical data for 1979-80 school year pn numbers of local public school districts, public 'elementary 
and secondary school systems, staff and pupils, high School graduates (for school jipar 1978-79), 
estimates of revenue and nonrevenue receipts, school expenditures, and average salaries paid to 
classroom teachers eynd oth§r professional/educational staff National trend data since falf^l975 on 
selected items'of information are also incluaed. Data are also presented for each of the 20 target cities 
in the United States based on tfieir total population according to the' 1970 census. * j 

Descriptions of survey procedures, other methodology, and coverage appear in appendix/A. 




Local School Districts 

During the past several decades, the number of school districts (local^basic administra^Minits) has 
been reduced as a result of reorganization, consolidation, and annexation of smaller urMfcnd most 
nonoperafcing school districts have been eliminated. Between fall 1975 and fall 1979, the number of 
districts decreased by 2 7 percent The number of school dfctrjets decreased from 16,014 in fall 1978 to 
15,929 in fall' 1979— a decrease of 8.5 percent the net decrease included decreases^ of 26 in 
Nebraska. 22 IrriColorado. and 17 in Oregon (table 2) / 

Calif ogpiarJllinois, Nebraska, and Texas each have more than 1,000 schooWistrictsrrepresenting 26 5 
percent of all the districts in the Nation (table 2) Delaware reported the smallest number of districts- 
(16) The District ©f Cblumt^. Hawaii, and the six outlying areas are all^ingle-school- district jurisdic- ,

Administrators 



Official administrators of local public school systeqp include superintendents, assistant superintendents, 
and other officials (those persons who develop and execute management activities for the local educa- 
tion agencies) 'These administrators represent 50,207 (approximately 1.2 percent) of the total staff 
employed in the public school systems (table 3a) Since some officials hold other assignments, the data 
are collected *s the equivalent of full-time assignments to the individual positions.

Public school superintendents represent approximately 26 percent, or 13,272 of the total official ad- 
ministrators, and represent less than 1 percent of total staff The States having the largest number of 
superintendents are Texas-1.016, Illinois— 958; Califomia-882; Ohio-734, N*w York-714! $nd 
Michigan^533 With the exception of single-school districts, the smallest number of surJRlntendents 
were reported in Delaware — 16, Nevada— 17 v Maryland— 24; and Rhode Island— 38. For the remain- 
ing States, the number of superintendents ranged from 40 to less than 500 (tahl£ 3a)

In previous years reports, an attempt was made to compile data on official administrators by sex, but 
much of this information was unavailable from State education agencies. However,. most States were 
able to provide these data by fall 1979, and based on the information furnished, the following can be 
construed: approximately 2 percent of the superintendents and about. 28 percent of ISther ad- 
ministrators wera^female, as reported by 43 States and "the. District of Columbia In summary, 21 per- * 
cent of personnel employed as official administrators in public school systems were female ,

Principals and Assistant Principals ' 

Principals and assistant principals, represented approximately 106,000 (about 3 percent) of all staff 
reported in public school systems Table 3b includes separate figures for principals and assistant prin- 
cipals except for Alabama, Montana, and Oregon which could not separate the two In 40^tates and 
the District of Columbia, females comprised 14 percent of all principals and 21 percent of assistant prin- 
cipals Ten States were unable to furnish sex. data, therefore, about 18 percent of the principals and 
assistant principals were not identified by sex. ■* 



Professional Education and Other Professional 
Staff ^ 

Professional education personnel represented 2 3 million (57 4 percent) 1 of all staff employed by public 
school systems (table 3) Included in this category are classroorn teachers, curricultm specialists, 
libraryAnedia specialists, guidance and counseling staff, and .Qther teachers^ e g , radio/TV, etc 

Classroom teachers made uf} 2,18fl£04 (approximately 93 .percent) of the professional educational 
staff 1 (table 3a) Guidance and counseling staff represent about 3 percent, library/media specialists 
about 2 percent, and curriculum specialists about 1 percent Other types of teachers represented less 
than 1 percent of the professional staff ^~ 

Other st^ff members who have professional status, sucFi as psychological personnel, accountants, com- 
puter systems analysts, di&icians, #c , constituted 89,280 i^r^cjximately 2 percent) of the public 
school staff (table 3a) Wher\he 1979 4a*a on professional staff is compared with the 1978 data, it dp- 
pears that the number of professional staff personnel increased However, the difference is probably 
due to how the Stat e^g^ rfed this data 

ClassroomTeachers 

The number of classroom teachers increased each .year since 1954 (the fpst year for which these data 
' were collided), except m the years 1976 and 1979 (tabic 8) .In the faJJ^Tl979, there were 2, 180,504 
full-time and part-time classroom teachers in the public school system, 'a decrease of 26,109 (1 2 
percent) from the number in fall 1978 (table 9). Since marty States have modified their reporting 
systems, this variance may be caused by underestimates submitted by some States or because some 
States did not report data for those 2 years a ^

lEv^n though classroom teachers comprise the largest propdrtlon of edu^tional personnel, included in this number are a srfnall 
number of curriculum and library /media specialists and^^ther teachersWho the reporting jurisdictions were unable to classify 
separately, thereby slightly increasing the number of ^^Bv m teachers reported 



Figure 1 shows the trend of increase of ctassroom teaflhers over five-year intervals. During the 1954-59 
period, teachers ino^ased by approximately 27 percent, for the periods 1959-64 and 1964-69, the ex : 
pansion remaine^stable with an increase of 22 percent for both periods. However, the increase of 
classroom teachers* has been much smaller during the I970's.

School-Age Population 2 

From October 1, 1978 to October 1, 1979, the estimated school-age population (age 5-17 years, in- 
clusive) declined fom 47,736,000 to 46,921,000, a decrease of 815,000 (1 7 percent) (table 4) Dur- 
ing this same period, the estimated total resident population increased from 218,595,000 persons to 
220,098,000, representing an increase of 1,503,000 (0 7 percent) In 1979 the total school-age 
population comprised a little more than one-fifth of the total population

Membership 



, More than 41.5 million pupils were enrolled in public elementary and secondary schools in fall 1979, a 
' decrease of almost 1 million students (2.3 percent) since fall *978 (table 5) Membership in public 

schools has been declining since fall 1972, ranging from 0 6 percent to 2 4 peccant, the largest«decrease 

occurring in fall 1978 (table A and table 8)

Six States reported a* increase in membership, ranging from less than 0 05 percent in South Carolina 
to 2,5 percent in Utah (table 5) All other States and the District of Columbia reported a decrease, rang- 
ing from 0.1 percent in Arizona and Idaho to 6 8 percent in the District of Columbia

The number of pupils enrolled in the elementary grades PK-8 was 27 9 million, a decrease of 1 6 per- 
cent, and the secondary level enrollment (9-12) was 13 7 million students, a decrease of 3 7 percent 
since 1978. Fourteen jurisdictions reported an Increase in elementary school enrollment, ranging from 
0.03 percental California to 4.2 percent in Utah The remaining States and the District of Columbia 
reported decreases ranging from 0.2 percent in Oregon to 8 0 percent in Rhode Island At the second- 
ary grade levph only seven jurisdictions reported an increase, ranging from 0 1 percent In Texas to 6 2 
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percent in New Hampshire. Membership decreases in other States and the District of Columbia ranged 
from 0.8 percent in Hawaii to $.7 percent in California. ' 

The membership data died In this report represent the total number of pupils enrolled as of October 1 , 
4979, and do not reflect cumulative changes occurring during the entire school year. 

Grades 7 and 8 Membership by Organizational 
Level 

Grades 7 and 8 may be either part of a traditional elementary school or a part of a secondary school, 
depending upon the organizational level' of Individual State's public school system However, many 
NStates,haye been oiganlzing their school levels to include 7th and 8th graders In their elementary ^school 
system Therefore, the number of reporting jurisdictions that classify 7th and 8th graders as secondary 
pupils is declining. 

TaWe 7 sftows the proportion of pupils enrolled in grades 7 and 8 in both elementary and secondary 
schools as reported by* 19 States for fall 1979. This group of States comprise 31 7 percent of the Na- 
tion's total membership, with 68 4 percent of their 7th grade pupils and 70 3 percent of their 8th grade 
pupils in secondary schools 

Pupil /Teacher Ratio ' 

Except in fall 1976 and 1979, teaching staff has increased slightly while enrollment has declined Con- 
sequently, the pupil-teacher ratio for the Nation decreased from 20 4 pupils per teacher in 1975 to 19 T 
in 1979 (table 1) s - ' 

The pupil/teacher ratio is the ratio of average daily attendance and the number of teachers (full-time 
. equivalent) It should not be equated with class size because many teachers are not permanently as- 
signed to a classroom and students are not necessarily in classes of equal size during a -single day or 
week, (for example, music or special education teachers may not be assigned to' a specific classroom) 
Also, the number of sttfdents that are members of a school may be larger than the average dally attend- 
ance at that school- 1

High School Graduates < 

About 2 8- million students graduated from regular public hl§h schools for the^chooj year 1978-1979, a 
decrease of approximately 7,400 students from the previous school year (table 10) Fern/ale graduates 
continued to outnumber male graduates by 2 percent 

High school equivalency certificates weTe awarded to a little over 375,000 persons, an increase 6f ap- 
proximately 91,000 (32 percent) over the reported number graduated in 1977*78^ This increase is 
mainly due to more States reporting high school equivalency certificates for the yeaH978-79 Gradua- 
tion from other public school programs (such as evening schools and adult education programs) was 
37,397, as reported by 15 States and the District of Columbia. The remaining 34 States were unable to 
provide these data

The ratio of public high school graduates in 1979 to the 9th grade class of fall 1975 was 72 6 percent

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grade enrollment. Public high school classes gradually lose students from year to year resulting in a 
graduation class 'that 'is approximately three-fourth's the size of thtf ninth grade class 4 years earlier. 
Several outside factors contributed to the changes in the size of the ninth grade cohort such as, migra- 
tion into the United States, shifts between public and private schools, enrollment in college prior to high 
school graduation, dropping behind one grade %nd leaving high school without graduating However , 
dropping out of school is the dominant reason for the decline in cohort Size. (

Public Elementary and Secondary 

Schools 

For purposes of the annual .survey of school enrollment, a school is defined as a separately organized 
unit Each separately administered unit is counted as a schopl, for example, elementary and secondary 
schools occupying the same building are counted separately. Although the number of schools is not 
identical to the number of school buildings, the changes in number bf schools that occurred during the 
past few years clearly indicates that fewer school building? are in Use than previously. In 1979, State 
agencies reported to NCES that about 87,000 public schools were used for elementary and secondary 
education. programs (table 11) Since 1975\the number &f schools has declined by about 1 A 700 or 
around 2 percent However, the percentage decline in schools is smaller thanlhe percentage decline 
for pupils, which decreased by 7 percent during the same period (table 1) 

The net change in the number of schools throughout the Unit^cf States from fall 1978 to fall 1979 was a. 
reduction of 361 However, 17 States had more schools in fall 1979 than in the previous year For ex- 
ample t the numt^er of schools rep^ed in West Virginia increased by over 100 during this period (even 
though enrollment was lower) Overall, the number of schools decreased in 28 States and the District of 
Columbia and did not change in 5 States The greatest decline occurred in Michigan, which lost 149 
schools A comparison of taWes 5 and 1 1 will show that the decline in number of schools did not always 
follow the trend in school ( enrollment Nationally school enrollment declined at a faster rate than the 
number of schools ^ 

Estimated Receipts 

Revenue and Nonrevenue Receipts 

For the purposes of this report, revenue receipts are additions to the assets of school districts that do not 
incur an obligation that must be met at some future date, do not represent exchanges of property for 
money and are available for expenditures. State contributions to retirement systems, pension funds, 
and social security are considered revenues- Support or aid in expenditures for vocational rehabilitation 
and personnel salaries for supplementary services^such as State libraries and museums, teacher retire- 
ment, and teacher placement, are not revenue Data for the 1979-80 school yeaj are estimates of an- 
ticipated revenue which were reported by each State education agency 

Nonrevenue receipts are used primarily for capital building projects They consist of amount! that incur 
• future obligations, such as bonded debt. Nonrevenue receipts can also^be the result of (hanging the 



form of an asset from property to cash by selling, thereby, decreas.nojhe amount and value of school 
property 'For example^ money received from loans, bond sales^salesuof property purchased from 
capital funds, and proceeds from insurance adjustments are included as nonrevenyX receipts 

The total estimated revenue and nonrevehue receipts from federal, Statje, intermediate, emd local 
souijes for elementary and secondary education was $93 9 billion in 1979 : 80 These total receipts ac- 
counted for 96 3 percent of the anticipated total income for public atementary and secondary schools in - 
school year 1979-80 Df revenue receipts reported, an estimated $7 7 billion (8 5 percent) were from 
Federal sources, $42 8 billion'(47 3 percent) were from State sources, $491 million ( b percent) were 
from intermediate sources, and $39*2 billion (43 4 percent) of the total amount of revenue were from 
local sources Total estimated honreveni^ receipts for 1979-80 were reported to be $3 5 billion (3 7 
percent) of the total amount of revenue t - 



Estimated Expenditures 

The estimated total expenditures for all public school purposes 19 1979*80 amounted to $90 2 bilhorv 
(table 14) This total includes current expenditures reported for elementary and secondary schools 
($80 3 billion), other programs ($12 billion), capitaJ outlay ($6 2 billion), and payment of interest on 
debt ($2 5 billion) (table 14) Debt retirement is not included sirjce thiswould duplicate expenditures 
made and reported in preceding years 

Current Expenditures per Pupil in ADA and ADM, 

The estimated national average current expenditure per pupil in average daily attendance (ADA) for 
school year 1979-80 was $2,095 (table 13)^Basecfon average daily membership (ADM), the estimated 
amount was_$l t 970, per pupil This estimate of the costx>f educating public school pupils has incre£se<L, 
in recent years 



Average Salaries of Classroom Teachers and f 
Other Professional Educational Staff 

The estimated average annual salary of classroom teachers in \9%9$) w^s $16, 170 (table T4) Salaries 
differed widely among the States, ranging from $11,900 for Mississippi to $26,173 for Alaska The 
/distribtition for the 50 States and the District of Columbia is as follows

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The estimated national average annual salary of the other^ professtonal/educAjbc^nd staff (which In- 
cludes curriculum specialists, counselors, ilbraryVmedia special*-** and remedial specialists) in 1979*80 
was $17,375. It was computed on the bads of information prpddedjby 41 States and the District of Col- 
umbta and from estimates imputed by NCES for the 8 nonreportinyStates (Coloradd; Florida, Illinois, 
Kansas, Michigan, New Hampshire, New Jer*e*, and Tefmeiaee) . Among the States, Alaska reported 
the Highest average salary, $27,930, followed by*$26;5Q0 Jor Wisconsin and $26,285 for California. 
The lowest salary, $12,300 was reported by Mississippi. The average salaries of the remaining States 
and the District of Columbia ranged from $12,596 to ^24,656. 



Large Cities 



Since 1962, statistical summaries of elementar\^and secondary education In the 20 largest U.S. cities 
have b$en presented in this* report. Washington, D.C. Is included with the 20^1argest cities, as well as 
with the State data At the time of the 1970 Decennial Census (April 1970), the combined population * 
of the 20 largest cities comprised approximately one-seventh (14.1 percent) of the total population of 
the United States. (Reported data for each of these cities, appear In tables 16 through 23.) .

in faD 1979, a total of approximately 391,000 full-time equivalent employees, professional and non- 
professional, wefe reported serving public elementary and secondary schools in the 20 largest cities 
(table 16) This num'ber represents about 10 percent of the tojal for the Nation. 

The number of full-time equivalent classroom teachers reported in fall 1979 for the cities totaled ap- 
proximately 193,000, or about 9 percent of the national total (table 19). This number represents a 
decrease of approximately 7 percent from the 1978 report. The largest increase in number of teachers 
was in Boston, Massachusetts^ 9 percent), NeWYork City had the largest decrease (15 percent). 



Pupils ~ 

The 20 cities reported about 4 million pupils in membership, or 10 percent of the total Nation's public 
school students, in fail 1979 (table 17) Membership declined by 3 percent from 1978, a greater dechne 
than for the Nation as a whole. They reported decreases ranging from 0.8 percent in Memphti, Ten- 
nessee, to H 7 percent in Cleveland, Ohio. Only Chicago rfeportfed an increase of 1 5 percent. 
Membership has continued to dggrease faster in the 20 large cities than nationwide as seen in the 
following tabulation* 4

Revenue and Expenditures 

Fpr the 1979-80 school year, the 2& cities anticipated receiving from Federal, State, intermediate, and 
ideal sources an estimated $10.9 billion (revenue and nonrevenue receipts) for the operation of public 
elementary and secondary schools (table 21). Revenue receipts totaled $10.6 billion, which included 
$1.1 billion from Federal, $5.0 billion from State, $5 million from intermediate, -$4.5 billion from local 
, sources, and $49 million from other sources. Receipts for nonrevenue were estimated to be $207 
million. Large cities received 14 3 percent of 4he national total of Federal revenues although they ac- 
counted for only 9.6 percent of the students 

The cities expected to spend an estimated total of $lp.4 billion for'public school purposes for the 
p-1979-80 school year (table 22). An estimated $9.4 billion (90.7 percent) of the total expenditures 
would be spent for current expenditures (expenses for day-to-day operation of public elementary and 
secondary schools) For other programs operatedjby local school districts, current expenditures are ex- 
pected to be $167 million (1 6 percent). Included in the estimated, total expenditures are $589 million 
for capital outlay (5 7 percent) and $2&8 million for school indebtedness (2.0 percenUJProportjonate- 
ly, city distribution of expenditures nearly approximated those reported for the Nation as a whole

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Nature and Conduct of the Survey

The survey of public elementary and secondary schools began in 1954 with the collection of data on the 
number pf pupils and staff in the public school system. Before the 1971 survey, only statistics on 
classroom teachers (in full-time equivalents) were collected. The survey was expanded in fall 1971 and 
again in fall 1976 to obtain the information on all staff in four major classifications by sex in accordance 
with Handbook IV, Staff Accounting. The survey also included estimates of revenue and nonrevenue 
receipts by source, expenditures by major purpose, average salaries of classroom teachers and other 
professional education staff, and estimates of average daily attendance and average daily membership. 
Data on the number of local school' districts were extracted from the Fall 1979 Local Education Agency 
Directory File (unpublished data) 

To the extent possible, data are shown for each State and the District of Columbia, and estimates for 
missing dafrp are included in the national totals and averages Statistics for the cputlying areas are shown 
separately and are not included in the national totals This survey also provides information on the^ 
school systems located in the 20 largest cities that ranked highest in total population according to the 
1970 census Data for Washington, D C are shown in both^tate and large city listings. 

In some tables, national and State totals for fall 1978 are provided for comparison Some of the data 
differ from that previously published because more complete data became available 

The data were furnished by the State education agencies on the following three reporf forms designed 
by NCES Common Core of Data (CCD) part IV dealt with pupil membership and staff, part V>vith 
number of schools, and parfMl with current-year estimates^ revenue, expenditures, average salaries, 
average daily attendance, and average daily membership 

To the extent possible, each State report was reviewed for internal consistency and for comparability 
with information received in previous surveys, State publications, and related NCES studies Letters, 
telegrams, and telephone callsfpece used, when necessary, to obtain data from respondents and to 
resolve questions 

As in any mail questionnaire survey, interpretation of instructions and definitions may vajy among 
respondents Because public elementary and secondary education is a State and local responsibility, 
any statistical total for the Nation as a whole reflects a composite of the different reporting practices in 
the States The use of standard forms and definitions in collecting data tends to minimize these varia^ 
tions Whenever State deviations from prescribed definitions and instructions were known, they are in- 
dicated in the footnotes to the various tables 

NCES encouraged each State to obtain the data for its report by conducting a fall survey of local School 
districts with adaptations of the Federal forms and accompanying instructions Some States reported 
from survey data collected for regular annual reports Financial estimates for 1979-80 were prepared in 
the State offices, generally without recourse to survey efforts State appropriation records and budgets 
filed by local school districts served as bases for most of these estimates

Some of the data shown in the basic tables may not agree exactly with similar data reported in other 
NCES publications Differeij^reporting dates for various surveys may have caused slight variations in 
published data ^ 



■ Petailed tab^s contain statistical dat^a« reported to NCES for each State. Those items not provided by 
' States wereWim^ted to provide a national summary. It^ms not/eported by any State agency are 
shown as blank or "not reported" in the tables. The following data elements were imputed by NCES- 
average daily attendance (ADA), average daily membership (ADM), and estimated average annual 
salary for the professional educational staff who are other than classroom teachers. National totals for 
per pupil expenditures were estimated for the States that did not report thteir ADA or ADM. All derived 
numbers are indicated by footnotes. ADA and ADM were calculated for ninrespondent States by deriv- 
ing S historical relation between fall pupil membership and ADA and ADM by State and multiplying the 
fall 1979 pupil membership by that ratio to obtain the estimated^ ADA or ADM Rationally, ADM is 4 
abdut 96 percent of fail membership and ADA is about 94 percent of fall membership ; 

The NCES estimates of AD*X and ADM were used only to calculate derived numbers, such as estimated 
expenditures per pu/l in ADA, and are not reported in the tables.

Eight States did not provide estimated average annual salafry for othe*pr<rfessional educational ^aff 
These estimates were calculated using historical trends by State for tji/previous 5 years If histdrical 
data wer^iot available for a particular State, a national factor was used These estimates Were included 
k in the calculation of the weighted average afinUal salary of those personnel for the Nation 

As an indication of the accuracy of estimated revenue receipts and expenditures, the fall 1978 reverrup&fo 
and expenditures estimates provided by the States were compart with the actual revenues and exp J^' 
ditures reported by the States^or FY 1979. The actual revenues reported by the 50 States and the 
District of Columbia were $88.1 btlljon pompared with the estimate of $83 7 billion i5 26 patent dif- 
ference) estimated by the States in fall 1978 The actual total expenditures w^re $&6 7 billion < 
fcwith the estimate of $84 9 billion Thus the actual expenditures were 2 1 percent greater tP
